e  Sign the application in blue ink and send the original to the address at the top of the application. Faxes or copies of the original signature will not be
accepted.

e  Pleaseplan ahead. Allow at least 60 days for your application to be processed (50 CFR 13.11). However, some applications may take longer than
90 daysto process. Applications are processed in the order they are received.
